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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicants' communication paper dated 12/16/04 is acknowledged. Together with 
their earlier communication applicants have cancelled claims 4,6,7,13,20,26, and 
amended claims 1-3,5,8-12,19,21,25. Therefore, the claims under consideration are the 
claims 1-3,5,8-12,14-19,21-25,27-31 which are renumbered as claims 1-25 respectively. 

3. Applicants have limited the scope of the invention to the elected Group I wherein 
Formulaq of Claim 19, W = 6-membered monocyclic heterocycle with 1 ,4-diazine ring 
i.e. pyrazine; y = O or S; Z = Ary or phenyl". The claims as now presented are definite 
and have clarity. Therefore, the rejections made under 35 U.S.C. 112 paragraph 
second and one are now withdrawn. 

3. The closest prior arts of record reference Failli et al (WO 991 1621 dated 3/1999, 
also cited as Chemical Abstract DN: 130:209605) teaches compound with a CAS RN # 
221014-16-0(= Thiourea,N-(5-chloro-2-methylphenyl)-N'pyrazinyl-). Instantly claimed 
invention differ from the reference wherein ortho position of the phenyl ring is occupied 
by Q' component which is -OR7, -SR7, or -N(R7)2, and it can not be a methyl group. 

4. The other art of ref. record Mabire et al (WO 9929674 dated 6/1999, also cited as 
Chemical Abstract DN: 131 :44827) teaches compound with a CAS RN # 227282-1 7-9(= 
Urea,N-(4-(1-imidazole-1-yl)-2-methylpropylphenyl)-N'pyrazinyl-). Instantly claimed 
invention differ from the reference wherein ortho position of the phenyl ring is occupied 
by Q' component which is -OR7, -SR7, or -N(R7)2, and it can not be a methyl group. 
Additionally, Q' can not be Hydrogen. 

4A. The references either alone or in combination do not suggest or indicate at 
arriving to the instantly claimed invention. 

5. Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is deemed to be novel and patentably 
distinct.
